WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—A basis for the settlement 


of the impending nation-wide strike of railroad workers 
was Reached today by the committee of railroad exeeu 
tives in charge of negotiations for the railroads. Tbt 
groundwork for an ultimate peaceful conclusion of the 
crisis was developed after conferences between the rail 
road executives' committee, President Wilson and .con- 
gressional leaders. 


The basis of settlement was satisfactory in substance 


to President Wilson and the White House announced that 
the president expected .the final reply of the railroad 
heads to this settlement plan later in the day. 


The executives' committee prepared a statement of the tentative settle- 


ment for presentation to the general conference of executives. This state- 
ment was submitted at noon today to the general conference. 
Only the 


approval of the general conference was required to make the suggested 
basis a matter of negotiation between the railroad heads and the president, 
and it was Itelieved that the .executives woidd accept the verdict of their 
committee without undue discussion. 


The International News Service is able to present the general outlines 


of the agreement reached by the executive committee. This agreement has 
been informally suggested to the president and the executives have been 
given to understand that the president is willing to continue negotiations 
on this basis. 
It provides 


That the railroads shall at once accept the principle of an 8-bonr day 


and shall put the principle in operation at once in train service. 


That the president shall assure the railroad heads that by January 1, 


KM 7, a statutory federal commission, either the interstate commerce com- 
mission or an Independent commission, shall take charge of the collateral^ 
issues in the present dispute and shall be made permanent for the consid- 
eration of ul\ future wage and conditions of labor controversies, on thej 
railroads. That the president shall assure the railroad executives that the 
federal government will look with favor on an application for increased 
freight rates to meet the expenditures made necessary by the eight-hour 
day plan, and that the interstate commerce commission will take np and 
consider this application at once, pending the reference of the collateral 
Issues to the same body or another commission. 


These terms practically meet the original settlement plan proposed by 


Wilson, and they satisfy the demand of the four railroad broth-

PHONE SYSTEM. 


No community can ignore its dependence 


pn the rest of the world. 
* 


That dependence is just as true in the 


telephone world as in business life. 


In the matter of communication, just as 


in the postal system or the; form of govern- 
ment, a community is but one cog in a great 
machine. 


Imagine yourself living in one of the 


walled cities of the Middle Ages. The sen- 
try in the tower would be your only inform- 
ant of the events outside. The town crier 
would be your daily paper. Instead of a 
mail-man, the pilgrim or the itinerant ped- 
dler would be your letter carrier. Beyond 
the moat around the wall the world would 
be a blank to you. Such was the condition 
six centuries ago. 


Today we realize the mutual interdepend- 


ence of each town upon the rest. We know 
by the experience of the past that commu- 
nities are like men, ind "no man liveth unto 
himself alone." The nation, not the town, 
is the business and social unit. No commun- 
ity can isolate itself and keep abreast of the 
times. Every part of the land is, and must 
be in touch with the others. 


That mutual relationship is paralleled in 


the telephone world. Could a community 
flourish without long distance connections? 
Would Lima be a manufacturing and com- 
mercial center if all telephone wires were 
to be cut at the corporate boundaries? 


The telephone development of the United 


States has been national instead of local 
Community growth has followed the larger 
scale.

FOR GIRL WORKERS. 


An organization, which originated 


•with Mrs. Henry Ollesheimer of New 
York, president of the National Fed- 
e-ation of Working Girls clubs, ha* 
recently won the approval and sup- 
port of the city's department of edu- 
cation, and there is a possibility that 
an appropriation will be arranged to 
take care ot this movement for in- 
creasing th'e efficiency of women of- 
fice workers and helping to place 
them in openings suited to their ex- 
perience and ability. 


"One of the added disadvantages 


of being out f>l a 
position," 
the 


oung woman in charge of bureau's 
headquarters will tell you, "is that, 
. 3cause of .lack of practice and 'keep- 
.ng her band in,' so to speak, a girl's 
skill afcd capacity tor work raturally 
d mlnith. This bureau's work was 
undertaken at a time when many 
commercial houses curtailed their 
expenditures, 
which 
threw 
large 


numbers of their employes out of 
work. These girls had to find some- 
thing to do, and, as there was noth- 
ing obtainable in their own line, they 
took up work of other sorts. 
This 


tended to divert their ability from 
the channel it had been taking, and 
they 'not only could not make much 
progress in the tempTirary work but 
-rttK tending, to lose, their value at 
the old work. 


"Our Idea, then, was merely to 


prpvide them with facilities for keep- 
ing up their practice, and by cooper- 
ating with the various employment 
agencies and -type-writer offices place 
them in positions as fast as possible. 
We soon found ourselves, however, 
forced to-»et-wf*tocattonal -guides- to 
those young girls, many of whom 
had undertaken work that was not 
at all the right thing for them. In 
putting these girls' qualifications be- 
fore employers whom we hoped to 
Interest in them, we were obliged to 
rate them as to ability and experi- 
ence, as well as according to natural
